The Boyne City bandshell, long the subject of controversy, is no more. 

At their regular meeting last week, Boyne City commissioners voted 
unanimously to have the structure removed, once and for all. According to 
the wording of the motion made by mayor Eleanor Stackus, the bandshell 
would be out of Veteran’s Memorial Park by May tf. 

As it turns out, that deadline should be easy to satisfy, with work crews 
already on site last weekend, removing the metal portion of the structure. 
Stackus reasoned, 
and on and on."It's a lesson Stackus said she learned well, after having 
been part of the commission that, in the fall of 1999, voted to have the 
structure, built in the mid-20th century, torn down, 

The move, at that time, provoked an outcry from a group of citizens 
calling for the refurbishment of the old bandshell. At that time, commis- 
sioners acquiesced, after the group committed to undertaking the fund- 
raising and hands-on work required to make the structure safe and usable.

starts downstate 
job on July 1 


After four years at the helm, Boyne 
l‘alls Public School superintendent 
Mark Parsons is moving on, having 
recently accepted a superintendent 
post at Lakeview Community 
Schools, north of Grand Rapids. 

“It’s a really good opportunity pro- 
fessionally,” Parsons said of his new 
job, which will take him to a district 
“about six times” as large as Boyne 
Falls. “It’s a good fit. In the interview 
process it became pretty clear that my 
background fits the needs that they 
had.” 

In his time at Boyne Falls, that 
background has come to include a 
multitude of projects and experiences, 
particular to the very unique position 
of being a superintendent at a K-12 
building. “This is going to sound a 
little crazy, but I’ve learned every- 
thing,” Parsons said. “I don’t have 
assistants, so when you talk about 
buying a bus, or technology and un- 
derstanding that, or food services, I’ve 
really had the opportunity to do all 


come up through the big schools but 
haven't had the opportunity to do 
those things. [ believe that’s a real 
advantage. I’ve worked with all those 
areas, done the budget, know how 
they work, and understand the expec- 
tations.” 

Parsons arrived at the conclusion 
of the construction of the current 
building, in late summer 2000; he’s 
leaving as a bond proposal for addi- 
tions to that building aims to make 
its way past voters (the election was 
held on Tuesday, April 20; results 
were not available before press time). 
In between, the district has seen its 
share of changes, including the in- 
crease of graduation requirements 
from 21 to 26 credits in conjunction 
with the implementation of a trimes- 
ter schedule. “That’s been a very good 
thing for our kids,” Parsons said. “We 

now can offer 75 courses to students 
oe where they used to have only 52.”

Sue finally was able to make a Web site communica- 
tion after a week of no possible contact, and so my e-mail 
through her has also had problems. 

But not our trip — at least not insurmountable ones. 
But we have had everything from a tornado in the area, 
high winds and rain, (being “sagged” to our accommoda- 
tions one afternoon because of dangerous weather condi- 
tions) two flooded roads — but also sunshine, good roads 
and most of the time not much traffic. 

Thursday was an “adventure” day, My first experience 
with a flooded road crossing (because of the rains in the 
area) showed the friendly helpful Texas hospitality as driv- 
ers of a truck, flatbed and maintenance carried us over 
two different flooded areas that were impossible by bike. 
The day’s ride was outstanding with steep up-hills and 
more rolling terrain. 

Everything in the landscape shows the results of the 
moisture — spring green and flowering wild flowers. It 

was only a 40-mile day, so we arrived at FoxFire cabins 
early enough to get settled in our cabins and dunk our 
feet in the river nearby.

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‘New Civics’ excludes much of

Do you believe America can survive as a free nation if 
our children aren't taught about the Constitution and the 
Declaration of Independence? Should American public 
school classrooms teach about these vital American found- 
ing documents in civics classes or should they be ignored? 
Should America’s school children tearn that America is a 
free, sovereign, independent nation, of laws or should they 
be taught that they are citizens of a UN global village?

It’s urgent that your congressman hear from you right 
now before he votes America’s founding principles out 
of public classrooms.

The House of Representatives is about to pass a bill 
that will destroy civics education in American schools. 
It’s called the American History and Civics Education Act 
and it creates what is called the “New Civics.”

The UN‘s Declaration says: “These rights and freedoms 
may in no case be exercised contrary to the purposes of 
the United Nations.” Is that what you think American 
school children should be learning in classrooms that you 
pay for? What else should American civics classes teach 
except how our republican System works, why America 
is called the land of the free, how our free market system

works and that our system of justice is like no other in the 
world, where our rights, property and liberty are protected? 
If the American History and Civics Education Act is en- 
acted by Congress, none of these things will be taught to 
our schoo! children! 

Nowhere in the curriculum is there any hint that the 
Declaration of Independence or the Constitution have 
anything to offer the rest of the world. The word “sover- 
eignty” doesn’t even exist in the curriculum. New Civics 
isn’t patriotism, traditional history or freedom and teach- 
ers are already attending training sessions to Prepare to 
teach the New Civics. 

Ata “New Civics” teacher training session, one speaker 
wrote off the Declaration of Independence as “simply a 
political declaration to justify a violent revolution.” 

Do these anti-American globalists belong in our 
children’s classrooms? 

The American History and Civics Education Act is be- 
fore Congress right now. Your representatives in Congress 
will act on this legislation very soon. Will they vote to 
remove the Declaration of Independence from the class- 
room and replace it with the UN’s Declaration on Human 
Rights? 

If you disagree that the Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution should be ignored in today’s modem 
classrooms, that our children should be global citizens 
instead of Americans and disagree that American liberty 
is “nothing special,” then tell Congress now!
